THE NEW P. 

l P 

The intelligence received yesteidny by the 

Eliza, Anderson and tho Sierra Nevada is 
up to the lOtb instant. Tbo election returna 
give a total majority in lavor of Lincoln of 
357,000. Now that the excilerneut of the 
election contest is over we shall probably 
hear of the grand finishing shoke ci Grant's 
campaign. At present 0'ir despatches give j 
us nothing but rumors of the impending bat- j 
tie — a general attack by Ir.nd and water on | 
the defences around Richmond. The non- ! 
completion of the canal at Dutch Gap has 
hilherto rendored any combined offensive 
movement by the army and the flee! imprao-" 
ticablo. The work is, however, almost fin- 
ished, and Grant is ready for the greatest 
assault of tbo war. We have alway3 had the 
utmost faith In the final suceoss of the North- 
ern army before Richmond, but wa know at 
tho same lime that the defence of tho South- 
ern capital will be ►killlul, determined and 
unflinching— tint all that science and bravery 
cud accomplish will bo performed by the ab I - 
diers under Lee, aod that the relu^vo propor- 
tion, according to military laws, of the be- 
sieged and besiegors gives the advantage to 
the Confederates. There is, however, or. 
tho other hand a great drawback on tho pari 
of tho besieged. Thoy cannot fill up the 
blanks called by any sanguinary assault, but 
must, after thv. first heavy engagement, be 
(orced to oontract their lines to a degree that 
■will enable r'>o Northern general io effectu. 
ally invest the city. Rumors are prevalent 
that Grant has sent u force by way of Weldon 
against Wilmington, North Carolina. In 
previous despatches it was staled thai 
this place would be shortly attacked 
by a Federal fleet. ' Whatever may 
bo the truth of these rumors, ono thing 
appears certain, no' 1 that is that the 
Federals aro doing their ulmoBl to gain 
possession of the' North Carolina porta. 
Plymouth was captured a woek or two ago 
by the Northern gunboats, and by the present 
dispatches we find that the Confederates have 
been obliged to evacuate Washington. Wil 
mington, however, is oue of the most strongly 
fortified plac 03 in ,uo wholo Confederacy, 
and would no doubt give abundant work 
for a fleet of iron-clads ; but its land defences 
are, not so impregnable, and it is just possible 
that Grant inlends to try wnat a combined 
effort might accomplish. If Wilminglon 
could be captured the foreign relations ol the 
Confederacy would bo cut completely asun- 
der, blockade ruuning would be efioctualli 
destroyed ; and the Southern Slates would be 
reduoed to vory serious straits for tho want 
of much of the materiel of war. 

From Sherman the news is vague and con- 
flicting. Ono rumor has sent him Io Charles 
ton, another to Savannah, and now tho Southern 
papers assert he has gone to Mobile. What- 
ever may be the Federal General's movements 
it is evident they are enshrouded in as much 
mystery to the Northern papers as they are 
to the Southern. It would appear, however, 
that he left Atlanta nn the l2lh, alter de- 
stroying the place, and sent a portion of his 
forces into Alabama, in the direolion of Selmi, 
for tho purpose, the Southern papers assert, 
of attacking Mobile. There had been a fight 
at Atlanta on the 7lh, (five days before the 
evacuation) in which the Confederates were 
repulsed, and .". small engagement at Rough 
and Ready, eight or len miles South of At- 
lanta, in which tho Federals were beaten ; 
but so far the oonfiicts between Hood's and 
Sherman's force) have been insignificant iu 
the extreme. Hood is, by last dlvices. at 
Tuscumbia, along tho Tonnessee river, in the 
North. oast comer of Alabama, threatening 
Tennessee. 

The latest from lha Shenandoah shows that 
there is not, wllh all the previous rumors, 
much disposilioo on lb." part of Early to as- 
sume the offensive. An engagement had 
taken place between Gillen and the Con- 
federal General Breckinridge at Bull's Gap, 
in which the Federals were defeated, with n 
loss of 400 prisoners. Breckinridge had 
10,000 men, and it was thought would threaten 
Kentucky. Poaco rumors are again afloat. 
Another amnesty proclamation is, it is said, 
about to be pent forth by Lincoln. Wo hu7e 
mora laith in this peace rumor than in the 
previous ones ; because we Ihi ik the South- 
ern pa»ple are more than ever satisfied, now 
lince Lincoln's election, that their triumph is 
receding rather than approaching. As some- 
thing that shows the way the northern wind 
is blowing, we have Butler delivering a speech 
in Now York in whiotl ho advises peace pro- 
positions. II these are not accepted, ho ad- 
vocate) dividing up the Southern territory 
among tho Northern soldiers, and driving the 
pro-slavery Confederates from iho country 
" for ever." 

Our European advices bring us the 
melancholy intelligence that 1 2,000 persons 
had been drowned in Calculla, through the 
effeots of a hurricane. One hundred am! ten 
ships wore wrecked, nnd 310,000,000 worlh 
of properly destroyod. No greater calamity 
has hupponed in our generation at least, from 
the raging of tho elements. In the present 
money crisis in England, the intelligence of 
this wholesale misfortune will add fuel io thai 
financial fire which has proved so disastrous 
«f lalfc to her commercial interests. 



THE ENGLISH MAIL. 

Our Engliah dates arc to tho fith October.

LATER FROM CHINA AND JAPAN. 

By tho bark Edith Rose which ar'ived lie' .3 
Inst night from China via Japan we [Bull c^pi) 
have fileu of papers and correspondence Irom 
Shnnghne 'o Seplombor 17th and from Kan- 
agawn lo the 15th Oelnbor. We hnvu also 
correspondence from Yokohama to October 
18th, frnm which w<» compile the following : 
By tho Kdilh Rosa wo have particulars ol 
the proceedings of tho Allies iu opening the 
Inland Sea of Japan. Tshosin was attucked 
by tho combined fleet which left Yokohama 
IS vessels slroug, and came to terms nller 
removing his guns and dcstioyiug some half 
a dozen forts in the Straits of Simonoseki. 
The fleet arrived there iu naval order on the 
4th Sept. last. Next day about 2 p.m. the 
Tartar, Duplcix, nnd Metalls Krius led the 
way, one altor another, right past tho forts, 
steering for the shoro opposite. The forts 
remained silent. Thero was a pauso for n 
quarter of nn hour.- Tho Froncil Admiral 
left his vessel and went on board the Eury- 
alus to confer. Tho British Admiral then 
threw a shell into tho strongest fori, which 
immediately replied in kind.

A terrific hurricane occurred at Calcutta 
on the 5th"October. Of two hundred ships 
in the Hooghly.Dineteen were totally lost, and 
of the remainder only twenty wero reported 
seaworthy. Ono hundred and fifty wero driven 
from their moorings and stranded. Thtre 
was no serious loss of European lives. It is 
believed that the greater portion of tho car- 
goes will be paved. There is much excitP- 
uient at Lloyd's in view of the heavy losses. 

The allies silonced the Japanese forts and 
forcibly passed through tho titrails ol Simon- 
fki, with trilling loss. The Japanese had 
sued for peace. 

Paris papers publish a telegram from Cal- 
cutta giving the following details of destruc- 
tion by the late hurricane : — 110 ships were 
wrecked, and 12,000 person* drowned. The 
total loss is estimated at 200,000,000 francs. 
The greater portion of Calcutta was itfun- 
daled. The villages bordering on the river 
aro under water. 

The steamship Saxonia, from Now York, 
had not arrived out up to noon of the 3d. 

The Jura, from Quebec, ran aground at 
Crosby's Point, at ihe entrance of the river 
Mersey, on the morning of Ihe 3d, at high 
water. As the tide receded, she wns left high 
and dry, and parted in tho middle. The 
mails, passengers nnd crew wore landed 
safely. The weather was calm and bnzy at 
the time of the disaster. The pilot mistook 
the lights. Efforts will be mado t tJoat ihe 
ship in two pieces, and tow her to h ( r dock, 
six miles distant. She was uninsured. 

The 7;ifft'x, Confederate organ in London 
gives the following relative to the capture of 
the Florida : The Confederate authorities in 
London have received a telegraphic despatch, 
dated Lisbon, from Capt. Morris, commander 
of the Florida, slating thai she was captured 
on October 17th, by the Federal steamer 
Wachusetts, while in tho harbor of Bahia, 
Brazil. At tha time ol the capture she was 
lying under the guns of the Brazilian forts 
and fleet. Captuin Morris wus on shore. 
Ho is now on the steamer Mngdalena, bound 
from Southampton to Nova Scotia.

to the colony. Their petition should have his 
careful consideration, consonant with his du- 
ties lo the people at large.
